Ho reported the several 
changes that had taken place during 
the vacaliou. The case of J. C. Hull's 
illness had baffled all medical skill 
and he died at last, or rathe; fell 
asleep trusting in Jesus. The other 
death reported was among the pupils. 
He went in the water swimming while 

at home, and was drowned. It is a 
sure warning to all Sabbath breakers. 

During th<' vacation, in consequence 
of the death of Prof, .1. C. Hull, the 
Institution had been unjustly attack- 
ed in regard to its sanitary- condition. 
Then may have been faults in the 
ventilation and sewerage, hut no facts 
can prove that Mr. Hull's death was 
caused by the above defects, for he 
was not a resident in the Institution. 

The place has. however, been great 
ly improved in regard to its sanitary 
condition. Ventilators are placed m 
the chapel and in other places about 
the buildings. The drainage has been 
attended to. and the Hoard of Health 
have declared the place in as good a 
sanitary condition as could be. There 
are two big ventilators tuning up 
through the roof in the middle of the 
chapel, and they are managed by the re 
gisiers which have long cords attached. 

Mr. Hull's place has been tilled by 

the appointment of Prof. G. O. Fay, 

former Supt. of the Ohio Institu- 
tion. He takes the tirst class, and is 
leading thorn on in the forward march. 
He says he likes to teach rather than 
to superintend. The other teachers 
have been assigned to their respective 
class. 

In the boys' room, ten strong new 
desks have been placed in single file, 
bringing the pupils" faces to the 
supervisor's eyes. The desks were 
manufactured' by the boys during the 
past term. Ten more are wanting lo 
make the arrangement complete. Now 
the teachers in turn have to put down 
brakes and make ihc government uni- 
form. 

In the class rooms, the teachers, are 
planning the best facilities to lead 
their pupils onward to progress. The 
class rooms are graced by new desks 
and sieve bottom chairs.
